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The Christmas spirit was alive and well 
in Upland last Saturday as about 5,000 
spectators lined the streets of the 
downtown to watch their children and City 
Council representatives march in the 
annual parade. 

Grand Marshall Bruce Wayne, of radio 
station KFI ‘Man in the Sky” fame, led the 
11/-hour procession in its theme of 
“Children’s Christmas Fantasy.” 

Saturday's crowd was twice large as 
last year’s, according to June Love of the 
Upland Town Center Merchants 
Association, which organized the festivity. 

She attributed this year’s success to 
the Upland School District’s cooperation 
in publicizing the parade to the students. 
The approximately 20 additional entries — 
totaling 92 — this year also spurred more 
attendance, she said, adding, “Everyone 
seemed to be in the Christmas spirit this 
year.” 

Local dignitaries, including most 
council members and Chamber of 
Commerce and Upland Town Center 
Merchant’s Association representatives, 
rode by early in the event, riding in shiny 
convertibles.

Riggs also rode in the procession. 

But it was the children’s parade and 
they charmed their audience with their 
Christmas costumes and songs. 

Two truckloads of Upland Christian Day 
School youngsters, dressed for two 
school productions, “The Misfit Angel” 
and “Little Christmas Lamb,” appeared 
early in the parade. Led by a teacher, the 
children in angel, shepherd and wise man 
garb sang Christmas carols as they 
passed. 

The Montclair Girl Scouts showed 
exceptional spirit as they marched along 
— half singing “Jingle Bells,” while the 
other half sang “Rudolph the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer.”

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Rancho Cucamonga may have YMCA in park

Rancho Cucamonga residénts 
may have a place to pump iron. 
close to home in the next five 
years, thanks to a possible 
cooperative venture between the 
West End YMCA, the city of 
Rancho Cucamonga and Lewis 
Homes. 

The Rancho Cucamonga city _ 
council last Wednesday 
approved the concept of working 
out an agreement to have a 
YMCA facility on a city park, at 
the northeast corner of Milliken .. 
Avenue and Church Street. 

Rancho Cucamonga City 
Manager Lauren Wasserman 
called it “a broad concept that 
will take a lot of work.” 

Bob Huether, general director 
of the West End YMCA, agreed. | 

“There’s alot of steps 
involved in doing it and doing it~ 
right,” he said. 

In the cooperative deal, the 
city of Rancho Cucamonga 
would provide the site, and * 
dedicate it to Lewis Homes as 
part of their 8,000-home Terra 
Vista project. 

Lewis would provide a 
structure on the site to house... 
the YMCA's operation, but the ~ 
structure would actually be the 
property of the city leased to the 
YMCA for a token amount, 
perhaps $1 a year for a period of. 
20 or 30 years, according to a 
city staff report. 3 

The adjacent park would be | 
cooperatively designed by the 
city, the YMCA and Lewis 
Homes.

Richard A. Lewis of Lewis 
Homes, who also is on the board, 
of directors of the YMCA, said 
the firm had multiple reasons for 


getting involved in the park deal. _ | 


“We tried to come up witha 
situation where the park would 


do double duty,” and serve both 
the public and the YMCA, Lewis 
said. 

Lewis Homes and ail other 
developers in the city are 
required to provide a certain 
amount of open land near 
planned communities. 

“We thought there would be 
some benefit because of our 
involvement with the YMCA, and 
because we keep building all 
these homes, there would be 
some benefit to us to have the 
YMCA in the Terra Vista 
development. 

“Technically,” Lewis said, “if 
we gave the land to the ‘Y’ 
instead of the city, we wouldn't 
be complying with the park 
ordinance. By giving the park to 
the city, perhaps the ‘Y’ could 
enter into certain agreements 
with the city. 

“We would envision that we at 
Lewis Homes would make some 
substantial donation to make the 
thing happen,” Lewis said. “‘t 
don’t know how much, but it’s 
more than likely that we would 
add some additional support. it 
will make something happen 
faster than it would normally 
happen.” 

The developer and YMCA 
officials mentioned getting in on 
the ground floor of Rancho 
Cucamonga’'s growth spurt. 

“As the city grows, so will the 


YMCA. We want to make the 
plans while the opportunity is 
there,” said Huether, “not five 
years from now when the city is 
built up.” 

“It sounds like a win/win 
situation for everybody,” Lewis 
said. 

Bill Holley, the city’s 
community services director, 
said the Milliken Avenue and 
Church Street site would be 
ideal because it would be 
located directly across the street 
from the proposed Chaffey 
Memorial Hospital, making it 
convenient for hospital patients 
to participate in aftercare 
programs of the YMCA, such as 
their weight loss and post- 
cardiac fitness programs. 


The facility also would be a 
magnet for working adults in the 
offices along the Foothill 
Boulevard corridor. 

Huether said it was too early 
to talk about the cost of 
memberships, and said it would 
depend on how much money the 
community raises for the facility. 

“At this point, it would all bea 
factor of how much the building 
would cost,” Huether said. “if 
we have a low debt service, the 
(cost of) memberships will be 
low. 

“Our plans are to raise enough 
money that the memberships

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Tree preservation 
spurs controversy 
at council meeting

City Council members hacked 
away at a tree preservation 
ordinance last week ina 
controversy over the eucalyptus 
trees that Mayor Jon Mikels said 
“make Rancho Cucamonga 
Rancho Cucamonga.” 

Establishing clear-cut 
guidelines for both homeowners 
and developers to follow in the 
removal and maintenance of 
aging blue gum eucalyptus trees 
and other trees designated as 
“heritage” trees tied up the 
council for nearly 90 minutes of 
discussion for the second 
council meeting in a row.

All this pruning and paring 
was in preparation for the 
ordinance’s first reading, which 
is scheduled for Jan. 15. 

The proposal! has developers 
pitted against those who wish to 
preserve the historical nature of 
the city with its windrows of 
eucalyptus trees, some in the 
100-year-old range. 

A knot in the ordinance is a 
passage perpetuating the 
windbreak system ‘‘through 
gradual replacement of blue gum 
eucalyptus windrows ... as 
development occurs.” 

Resident Kevin Eggleston said 
he feared this passage would 
allow for ‘“‘wholesale”’ removal of 
the trees by developers.

should be restated, and said the 
Spirit of the law is not to allow 
for random removal of the trees, 
but to keep the City Council 
from becoming what Buquet 
called “a tree removal review 
committee.” 

“People are getting hung up 
on the term, ‘wholesale,’”’ 
Buquet said. “The thing that's 
been coming up time and time 
again is the lack of aconsistent 
policy. The trees are very old and 
some of them clearly haven't 
been maintained. We're not 
advocating that anybody go out 
and bulidoze windrows to allow 
for development.” 

One developer said the 
ordinance would make it 
“difficult” to do business in the 
city. 

“It’s just another one of the 
little doo-dads you have to get to 
keep doing business out 
there,”’said Michael Vairin, 
director of administration and 
planning for The Deer Creek Co.

lightly. Once he became so irate 
over what he saw as a wood 
conspiracy by other wine makers 
— who he said made wine that 
tasted more like wood than 
grapes — that in 1973 he made a 
Cabernet Sauvignon that was 
aged in no wood at all, a rather 
radical approach for that 
particular red wine, and it did 
well in competitions. 

To this day, Parducci remains 
staunchly opposed to many of 
the trends he sees in California 
wine making. 

“There's too damn much 
tannin and oak in wines today,” 
he says. And he notes that often 
the most tannic and oaky wines 
are those given a “reserve 
selection” or some similar 
designation, but that a winery’s 
primary or least expensive 
offering is often the better of the 
two. 

And | have saved the best 
value for last. 

At this time of year when 
people are looking for good, 
cheap white and red table wine 
to put out for a large party of 
peopie, Parducci Vintage White 
and Parducci Vintage Red, which 
sell for $4.75 for a 1.5-liter bottle, 
are an excellent value. In some 
locations, the wine is priced at 
$3.95. 

Once, a few years ago, John 
Parducci said some wine makers 
made certain wines just for wine 
writers, who would go ga-ga over 
them. 

The term “wine writers’ 
wines” is now attributed to 
John, who insists he didn’t 
invent the term. Whether or not 
he did, the fact remains that only 
John Parduccl, with his 
penchant for straight talking, 
could have said something like 
that.

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Mobile home park 
rent control official

Rent control for mobile home 
parks became Official in Upland 
last week when the City Council 
adopted the ordinance, which 
was three years in the making. 

The law was passed with none 
of its past controversy evident, 
by lumping it together with two 
other ordinances and passing 
them all unanimously with one 
vote. There was no discussion 
on any of the items. 

The move signaled a change 
of vote for Councilman Frank 
Hoover, who was the sole 
opponent of the rent control 
ordinance on all other 
occasions, but Hoover said it 
does not represent a change of 
heart 

"It (his feeling) hasn't 
changed, but | just had to 
express my feelings,” he said 
later, explaining his past 
opposition. ‘At this point it is 
irrelevant.” 

The ordinance has had the 
support of the four remaining 
council members and would 
have been passed despite 
Hoover's vote. 

“Rent controls are an 
interference with the business 
community, but this one is only 
a guidance to both sides,” he 
added. 

The new ordinance could have 
little effect on the Upland mobile 
home park community if all six 
parks agree to new long-term 
leases. Parks are exempt from 
the law, which will only tast five 
years, if at least 65 percent of 
the tenants sign a lease of five 
years or more. 

Enough residents in Upland 
Meadows Mobile Estates and 
Oasis Mobile Home Estates have 
already signed leases to qualify 
those parks for that exemption. 

Resident representatives of 
Upland Eldorado Mobile Home 
Community have reached a 
tentative agreement with owners 
which will be presented to the 
rest of the park members, said 
one of the representatives 
Gordon Ingraham. He is also 
president of Mobile Home 
Owners for Residential Equality 
(MORE), which has been active 
in support of a rent coritrol 
ordinance. 

Upland View Terrace Mobile 
Home Estates and Upland 
Cascade Mobile Home Park are 
in the process of negotiations. A 
sixth park has no leases expiring 
this year. 


MORE is not entirely happy 
with the ordinance, which allows 
park Owners an automatic yearly 
increase of 125 percent of the 
Consumer Price Index, as long 
as the hike doesn’t exceed 7 
percent of the base rent. 
Ingraham said that 125 percent 
was too high, noting that 
Montclair officials passed a 
similar ordinance in November 





which allows an increase of only 
80 percent of the CPI. 

\f the owner wishes to raise 
the rent even more than allotted 
under the ordianance he must 
notify the tenants and hold a 
conference session with them. If 
the two cannot resolve the 
question, either party may call 
for an arbitrator. 

The payment of the 
arbitrator's fee caused some 
debate among council members 
earlier. The final draft calls for 
the tenants to pay half the fee if 
the arbitrator determines that 
the owner deserves 80 percent of 
the increase he requests. If the 
owner gets a lesser increase, he 
must pay the entire fee. 

This stipulation is a change 
from the council's initial vote “in 
theory” in favor of the ordinance 
in October, which specified that 
the owner must pay the fee. 

City Attorney Don Maroney 
said in November that he made 
the change to discourage 
tenants, who would have nothing 
to lose, from rushing into 
arbitration without making a real 
effort to work the problem out in

The 19-acre farm is-one of the few in San 
Bernardino County that produces nopales, a 
cactus meat that is considered a delicacy in 
Mexico. 





The Rancho Cucamonga farm was started in 
1951 by Jack Espinoza, who immigrated to 
California from Mexico asgachild with his family. 


The Espinoza family lived for several years in 
Ontario before an adult J@aquin brought the first 
cactus plants to Etiwanda from another farm in 


the San Fernando Valley. 
The plants then were five feet tall. Today the 


large plantation towers up to ten feet above

harvesters at places. 

Espinoza negotiated the marketing of the 
cactus meat with La Victoria Foods in Los 
Angeles, according to his son, Bill, who runs Bill 
Espinoza Tires in Rancho Cucamonga. 

The elder Espinoza sold the farm three years 
ago when his children chose other fields to go 
into. He now lives in Fontana, though he suffers 
from paralysis. 

The farm is now rented by Miguel Villalobos, 
another native of Mexico, and the uncle of 
George. 


Because there is no real season, workers can 
cut the leaves and strip the meat from the cactus 
365 days a year and the remaining plants quickly 
restore their rough foliage. 

Villalobos still ships about 80 boxes a day to 
the Los Angeles canning company. The canned 
nopales is shipped throughout the United States 
and Mexico. 


The meat is cooked in boiling water like 
stringed beans and has a similar flavor though 
with a distinct bitterness, according to the 
younger Espinoza. 

He said it can be eaten with eggs or meat or 
chile. 

“It tastes very good and can be eaten with 
anything,” he said. “In Mexico it is hard to get if 
you don’t have your own Cactus. The people 
travel a long distance up into the mountains to 
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get it. It’s most often eaten around Lent when 
people can’t eat meat.” 

Villalobos said the several tons of harvested 
cactus is cut up in Etiwanda with potatoe peelers 
and then diced in Los Angeles for canning. 

The work isn’t as dangerous as it might seem. 
Workers wear gloves and quickly learn how to 
work around the cactus spines, he said. 

The younger Espinoza, now 51, has fond 
memories of working on his fathers farm when at 
its peak, it was producing 100 tons of cactus 
meat a year. 

He too said the job can be safe. 

“If you don’t think about it you won’t get 
stuck,” he said. “It’s like bees, if you start 
thinking about working around them and start 
swatting them you'll get stung. If you don’t think 
hard about the spines you won’t get nervous and 
make a mistake.” 

But when mistakes are made, Espinoza ended 
up taking a pair of tweezers into the shower, 
where he would soap down his body-hair to get at 
the spines. 

The rows of cactus, visible from the 
southbound lanes of the Devore Freeway, cannot 
just be allowed to survive with the elements. 

Despite their reputation as desert plants, 
Villalobos said the cacti must be frequently 
watered to produce the right quality of meat. 

“They grow very fast, as fast as we can cut 
them,” he said.

A zone change request was 
turned down for the second time 
by the Rancho Cucamonga City 

we Council last Wednesday so the 
applicant can submit another 
request more in line with the low 
density the city wants to see in 
the residential area. 

The applicant, John Hawkins 
of Newport Beach, originally 
submitted a request for the 
medium-high-density residential 
category, 14-24 dwelling units 
per acre, but the city council 
voted to deny that request in 
June. 

Hawkins’ representative came 

“S* back Dec. 4 with a request to 
change the zoning to the next 
lowest category, 4-14 dwelling 
units per acre, residential. 

The council also voted down 
that request 4-0 with council 
member Pam Wright absent, on 
the recommendation of the 
planning commission. 

The planning commission had 
recommended the reqeust be 
denied because the area was 
predominantly made up of 
single-family homes, and 
because there was no major or 
secondary thoroghfare near the 
13¥2-acre parcel on the south 
side of Feron Bivd. between 
Archibaid and Turner Avenues. 

In a confusing turn of events, 
Tracy Lowman Tibbals, attorney 
for Hawkins, asked the council 
to change the zoning density on 
the property to 4-14 dwelling 
units per acre, and then 
commence negotiations ona 

«* development agreement for 

something more in the 4-8 unit 
range.

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The city’s general plan for the 
property calls for low density 
residential use, defined as 2-4 
dwelling units per acre. 

Although there is no specific 
project in mind as yet, Mayor 
Jon Mikels said city officials are 
afraid the land would have been 
solid to someone else if the 
zoning change had been 
approved, and that the new 
owner wouldn't necessarily have 
complied with anything Hawkins 
wanted to negotiate with the 
city. 

“1 think he had a buyer in mind 
who would have been willing to 
buy the property in the event of a 
zoning change,” Mikels said. 

Residents echoed similar 
fears, asking the council during 
the Dec. 4 public hearing to 
make sure that no loopholes 
were left open. 

“If the council passes this, 
could it be contingent only on 
this developer building what he 
plans to build?” asked Nacho 
Gracia. 

Community development 
director Jack Lam said later that 
applicants for a general plan 
amendment don’t have to have a 
developer or a development plan 
in mind when asking for a zoning 
change. 

“There is another process that 
an applicant goes through once 
a developer is found to produce 
a development plan. In this case, 
what the applicant wanted to do 
was get a zoning change and 
then submit a plan,” Lam said. 

Lam said the applicant wanted 
to avoid submitting a new 
application, modifying the 
existing one to enable the 
council to make a quicker 
decision.

Q. Our friends recently lost 
their 8-year-old quarter horse 
gelding because of severe colic. 
The horse developed intense, 
uncontrollable abdominal pain 
and had to be put to sleep. 

Our daughter has a 9-year-old 
riding mare and | am curious 
about the causes of colic and 
how this disease can be 
prevented. Any information that 
you can give us will be 
appreciated. 

A. The term ‘‘colic” does not 
specify any one disease of 
horses — colic applies to a very 
common sign accompanying 
many diseases in which intense 
abdominal pain is present. 

The clinical signs of colic are 
much the same, irrespective of 
the cause. Horses with colic are 
usually restless, they paw at.the 
ground with their front feet, kick

at their bellies, and frequently 
get up and lie down and roll. 
Atfected horses often look at 
their flanks as if trying to see 
what is causing the intense pain. 
They usually lie down carefully 
and get up slowly and often are 
found in abnormal postures. 

Colic always involves 
abdominal pain, with the bouts 
of pain intermittent in the early 
stages. In severe cases there is 
profuse sweating, rapid pulse 
and irregular breathing, and 
often dehydration and shock. 

Horses with intense pain often 
make violent movements and 
may physically injure 
themselves. 

There are many causes of 
colic, divided into four broad 
categories: enteritis or 
inflammation of the intestines, 
obstruction or blockage of the 
gut, strangulation of the gut, and 
ischemia or lack of blood supply 
to the digestive tract. 

Enteritis occurs whenever

there is an infection of the 
intestinal tract. The intestine 
becomes inflamed and cannot 
function properly and is unable 
to absorb fluids and nutrients. 
The horse then becomes 
dehydrated. 

if the lining of the intestine 
has been damaged, bacteria and 
toxins can pass through the wall 
into the bloodstream and poison 
the animal — this is called 
endotoxemia. 

Obstructions of the intestinal 
tract usually are caused by 
ingesting inedible objects and 
dry, inadequately chewed food. 
Food, water and digestive fluids 
build up behind these 
obstructions. 

Strangulation occurs 
whenever the intestines fall 
through holes in the supporting 
membranes of the intestines or 
when the intestines twist on 
themselves. : 

Many cases of colic are the 
result of ischemia, in which the 
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intestine is starved of nutrients 
and oxygen due to a narrowing 
of blood vessels. There are many 
causes of ischemia, one being 
the accumulation of roundworms 
within the blood vessels to the 
intestinal tract. 

A horse with intense 
abdominal pain should be 


examined and treated by a 
veterinarian as soon as possible. 
Colic can kill a horse within 12 to 
24 hours of the first signs of 
pain. Treatment is aimed at both 
protecting the horse from 
injuring itself and in correcting 
the underlying problem. 
Although all colic cannot be

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ORDINANCE NO. 1363 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF UPLAND, FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF MOBILE HOME RENT REVIEW 
ARTICLE 1. 

PURPOSE. The City Council finds and declares it necessary to 
protect the owners and occupants of mobilehomes from unreasona 
ble rent increases while at the same time recognizing the need of 
the park owners to receive a jus! and reasonable return on their 
property and rental increases sufficient to cover the increased 
costs of repairs, maintenance, insurance, upkeep and additional 
amenities. 

ARTICLE 2, 

DEFINITIONS. For the purpose of this ordinance, the words 
wet out in this section shall have the following meanings: 

A. “Space Rent.” The consideration, demanded or received 
in connection with the use and occupancy of a mobilenome space in 
@ mobilehome park, or for the transfer of a lease for park space, 
services and amenities, but exclusive of any amounts paid for the 
use of the mobilehome dwelling unit. Also excluded are costs for 
water, gas and electrical charges if the dwelling unit has individual 
usage meters. 

B. ‘‘Mobilehome Park Owners.’ The owner, lessor, operator 
or manager of a mobilehome park within the purview of this 
ordinance. 

Cc. “Homeowner.” Any person entitled to occupy a mobile- 
home dwelling unit pursuant to ownership thereof or a rental or 
lease agreement with the owner thereof. 

D, "Base Rent.’ The money charged for any mobilehome 
dwelling unit space in effect for that space on January 1, 1985. 

E. ‘Consumer Price index.’ The Consumer Price Index for 
ali urban consumers (CP1 U) published for the Los Angeles . Long 
Beach - Anaheim Area for the year 1984, or any successor index. 

F. “Homeowner’s Association.”” (Association) includes: A 
non-profit Unincorporated or incorporated association with mem 
bership open to all homeowners of a particular mobilehome park, 
duly certified as such by the City Clerk, with elected officers for a 
specified period of time. 

G. ‘Meet and Confer.” The informal process whereby 
mobilehome park owners and association representatives meet to 
discuss. and resolve issues, including rent increases, prior to the 
exercise of the right to demand arbitration. 

H. “Arbitration.” The formal, binding procedure by which 
rental increases in excess of those permitted under this ordinance 
are resolved. 
dal . "City Clerk.’’ The duly elected City Clerk for the City of 

pland, 

J. “Arbitrator.” A member of the American Arbitration 
Association selected by the procedures set forth in Article 5 (c) (1). 

K. “Capital Improvement.’ Shall mean all cost items of 
improvement or rehabilitation required to be capitalized by the tax 
laws of the United States. 

ARTICLE 3. 

PERMITTED RENT INCREASES WITHOUT MEET AND 
CONFER OR ARBITRATION. A mobilehome park owner may 
assess a rental increase without the necessity of invoking the 
procedure for meet and confer or for Arbitration upon the following 
conditions: 

(a) There have béen no prior rent increases within the 
affected spaces of the mobilehome park for the twelve (12) month 
period immediately preceding the date of increase. 

(b) That the rental increase assessed by the mobilehome 
park owner does not exceed one hundred twenty-five percent 
(125%) of the increase in the United States Department of Labor 
Consumer Price Index (all urban consumers) in the Los Angetes - 
Long Beach Métropolitan area for the preceding calendar year, up 
to a total increase not to exceed seven percent (7%) of the Base 
Rent for the affected homeowner. Provided, however, in the event 
that the increase in the C.P.i. shall itself exceed seven percent 
(7%), such permitted increase shall be seven percent (7%) plus 
seventy five percent (75%) of the increase of the C.P.1. in excess of 
seven percent (7%). 

¢) Existing leases containing rental provisions between the 
mobile home park and the homeowner, or, the person in possession 
of the residence of the homeowner, the term of which is in force as 
of the date of this ordinance and any rental agreement which is 

exempt from any ordinance, rule, regulation or initiative measure 
adopted by the City of Upland establishing a maximum amount 
that the mobile home park may charge a tenant for rent in 
pursuance to subsection (1) of Section 798,17 of the Civil Code of the 
State of California as it is now proposed and as it may be amended 
from time to time. 
ARTICLE 4. 

RENTAL INCREASES IN EXCESS OF ORDINANCE GUIDE- 
LINES. A mobilehome park owner may make application for a 
rent increase in excess of the guidelines permitted by this 
ordinance upon appropriate application for arbitration under the 
provisions of paragraph 5 hereinafter set forth. 

ARTICLE 5. 

REQUEST FOR ADDITIONAL RENT INCREASES. 

A. In order to implement a rent increase in excess of the 
guidelines of Article 4 hereof, the mobilehome park owner must file 
with the Association a 60-day written notice of a proposed rent 
schedule on a form approved by the City Council. The rent 
schedule shall show the existing and proposed rents for each space. 
The mobilehome park owner shall serve each affected homeowner, 
either personally or by mail, with said 60-day written notice of the 
proposed increase in accordance with Catifornia Civil Code, Section 
798.30, or its successor, and in addition, with notice that a request 
for approval of said increase is. being filed with the City Clerk. The 
mobilehome park owner shall file proof of such service with the 
City Clerk concurrent with the filing of the rent increase request. 

B. Within ten (10) days of such notification the City Clerk 
shall mail written notice to the homeowners association af its 
address specified in its certification, and the owners of the 
mobilehome park specifying the proposed rent increase setting a 
place, date and time for the holding of a meet and confer session 
on the subject of the proposed rent increase. If the neet and confer 
session results in an agreement between the mobilehome park 
owner and the association as to the amount of the proposed rent 
increase, the rent schedule agreed upon shall be submitted to the 
City Clerk, setting forth the agreed upon rent schedules and 
executed by the parties to be affected by such revise schedule. The 
meet and confer proceeding shali be conducted according to the 
following rules and procedures: 

(1) The session shall be conducted by the chairman of the 
association and the authorized representative of the park owner. 

(2) The proceeding shall be an informal, non-binding 
proceeding for the purpose of reaching agreement as to the amount 
of the proposed rent increase. 

(3) Any party, i.e., homeowners association or park owner, 
unsatisfied with the result of the meet and confer proceeding may, 
within ten (10) days of the date of such meeting, file a written 
request for formal arbitration. The request is to be filed with the 
office of the City Clerk between the hours of 8:00 A.M. and 5:00 
P.M., Monday through Friday. 

(4) The party requesting arbitration shall hve the burden of 
proof at the hearing. Such burden shall be satisfied if the party 
proves their case by a preponderance of the evidence. 

C. If arbitration is requested the following procedures shalt 
be used: 

(1) Immediately upon notice of a request for arbitration, 
the City Clerk shall secure a list of three arbitrators available to 
serve in this mafter. The list sha:i be mailed to each participating 
association who shall be entitied to strike one name from: the list, 
returning the list to the Clerk showing the name of the person 
removed from the list. The name remaining shall be the arbitrator. 
If both parties strike the same name from the list, the Clerk shall 
select the arbitrator from the remaining names. 

(2)) Within a period of thirty (30) days following the 
selection of an arbitrator, a hearing shall be held for the 
presentation of evidence as to the propriety and/or reasonableness 
of the subject rent increase. Written notice of the time and place of 
the hearing shalf be given to the parties thereto not less than 
twenty (20) days prior to the hearing. The notice shall be given by 
personal delivery or by depositing in the United States mail 
directed to the addresses on file with the Clerk. A reasonable 
continuance, not to exceed thirty (30) days may be granted by 

Stipulation of the parties or at the discretion of the arbitrator. 

(3) Each party shall file with the arbitrator and serve 
copies on the opposing party all documentary evidence that party 
intends to introduce into evidence at the time of hearing.

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(4) In the consideration of the reasonableness of a proposed 
rent increase, the arbitrator shall consider all relevant factors in 
determining whether such increase yields a just and reasonable 
return on the mobilehome park owner’s property, to include, but ° 
shall not be limited to the following 

(a) Changes in the Consumer Price Index. 

(b) The Voluntary Pay and Price Standards promutgated 
by the President of the United States or any other lawfully 
established state or federal government wage and price guidelines. 

(c) The rent lawfully charged for comparable mobile 
home spaces in the inland Empire of Western San Bernardino 
County. 

: (d) The length of time since the last rent increase for the 
mobilenome space or spaces in the subject park. 

(e) The completion of any capital improvements or 
rehabilitation work related in the mobilehome space or spaces 
specified in the rent increase application, and the cost thereof, 
including such items of cost, including materials, labor, construc 
tion interest, permit fees and other items as the arbitrator deems 
appropriate. ‘ 

(f) Changes in property fax or other taxes related to the 
subject mobilehome park. 

(g) Changes in the rent paid by the park owner for the 
lease on which the subject mobilehome park is located. 

(h) Changes in the utility charges for the subject 
mobilehome park paid by the park owner and the extent, if any, of 
reimbursement from the homeowners. 

(i) Changes in reasonable operating and maintenance 
expenses. ;

(1) The parties may offer any testimony, documents, 
written declarations or other evidence that is relevant to the 
subject of the hearing. 

(2) The parties may have assistance in presenting evi- 
dence, or in setting forth by argument .their position, form an 
attorney or such other person as may be designated by said 
parties; provided, however, that each party may have only one (1} 
such spokesperson aft the hearing. 

(3) In the event either party should fail to appear, the 
Arbitrator may hear and review such evidence as may be 
presented and make such decisions as if both parties were present. 

(4) All testimony shall be taken and ail documentary 
evidence shall be submitted under penalty of perjury according to 
the laws of the State of California. 

(5) 1 need not be conducted according to the technical 
rules relating to evidence and witnesses, as appticable in courts of 
law. To be admissable, evidence shail be of the type on which 
responsible persons are accustomed to rely in the conduct of 
serious affairs. A full and fair hearing shall be accorded to the 
parties to the hearing. 

(6) The proceedings shall be tape recorded. Any party who 
desires that the proceedings be recorded stenographically shall 
make arrangements with the City Clerk af least five (5) days 
before the hearing. Any transcripts prepared by a reporter at the 
party’s request shall be at his or her expense, and the original shall 
be filed with the City Clerk. if the party makes a request for a 
transcript of the tape recording at the time of or after the hearing, 
he or she shall make arrangements to copy the official tape 
recording with the City Clerk. All expenses incurred for the 
transcript will be borne by the requesting party. 

(7) Any person may be excluded during the hearing by the 
Arbitrator if that person is disruptive or otherwise interferes with 
the orderly conduct of the proceedings. 

€. The Arbitrator shal) make a final decision within fen (10) 
days of the conclusion of the hearing. The written decision, 
including all applicable findings, shall be delivered to the City 
Cierk who shall mail the decision of the Arbitrator fo all parties. 

F. All mobilehome rent arbitration hearings shall be open to 
the public. 

G. Any decision of thé Arbitrator must be supported by a 
preponderance of the evidence. 

H. The conclusion and findings of the Arbitrator shail be final 
and binding on alt parties, subject to review by the City Council as 
set forth in Article 6. 

1. In the event that a final determination on the proposed rent 
increase is not made prior to the effective date of said increase 
pursuant to California Civil Code, Section 798.30, the requested 
increase shall, nevertheless, become temporarily effective at the 
option of the park owner. Should the election be made to have the 
temporary increase pursuant to this paragraph, the full amount of 
said increase which isin excess of that permitted under Article 4, 
hereinabove, shall be placed in. a segregated interest bearing 
account and shall not be used for the benefit of either homeowner 
or park owner. Upon a final determination as to the proposed rent 
increase, said deposited monies, including any accrued interest, 
shall be distributed to the respective parties entitied thereto within 
ten (10) days of Said final. determination. 

J. Costs of arbitration shall initially be borne by the park 
owner. Fees for the arbitration process shal? be established by 
resolution from time to time by the City Council to defray the costs 
to the City in administering this ordinance, including any attorney 
fees fdr the defense of the Same, and said fees shall be estimated 
by the City Clerk based upon said resolution and shall be advanced 
upon demand by the City Clerk. Any park owner failing to post his 
fees for arbitration, including the fees above mentioned, shall be 
prohibited from participating in the arbitration proceedings. 

Notwithstanding anything in the paragraph immediately above, 
should the park owner be awarded on final arbitration at least 
eighty percent (80%) of the difference between the amount that he 
is allowed as a mafter of right under Article 3 and the amount 
requested by him, then the homeowner shall refund to the park 
owner one-half ('/2) of the costs of arbitration paid or payable by 
the park owner. 

ARTICLE 6. 

REVIEW BY THE CITY COUNCIL. 

A. Conctusions and..findings of the arbitrator shalf be final 
and binding on ali parties unless one of the parties appeals the 
decision of the arbitrator and files said appeal with fhe City Clerk 
within ten (10) days after the decision of the arbitrator is maited to 
the parties. The City Council shall hear the appeal not tess than 
twenty (20) days nor more.than thirty five (35) days after the 
appeal is filed. 

B. The initial appeal filed by the appealing party shall simply 
state that the appealing party has elected to appeal the decision of 
the arbitrator and State in general language the nature of the 
grounds for the appeal. Within thirty (30) days after the 
preliminary notice of appeal, the appellant must serve and file with 
the respondtnt his proposed statement, consisting of (a) the 
condensed statement in narrative form of all or part of the oral 
proceedings and (b) a summary statement of the written evidence 
produced and the gounds for the appeal of the appellant setting 
forth which parts of the oral testimony and/or the written evidence 
which sustain the appellant’s position. The appeilant must serve 
and file this proposed statement on the respondent. Within twenty 
(20) days after service of the appellant’s proposed statement, the 
respondent must serve and file his statement prepared in tike 
manner as the appeliant’s. 

C. The arbitrator shail within five (5) days after receipt of 
the statement of respondent file a summary statement of the oral 
testimony and documentary evidence introduced in this proceeding 
with reference to. the points raised by the statements of both 
appellant and respondent and shall further file with the Council all 
documentary evidence intraduced by the parties at the hearing of 
the matter, including tapes or any transcript of the proceeding 
before the Arbitrator. , 

D. The Council, at the hearing of the matter on review, shall 
consider ail summary statements received by it, together with the 
documentary evidence, including tapes and/or transcripts on file 
with the arbitrator and shall not be obliged to hear any further 
testimony or argument at said hearing except argument by one 
representative appointed by each of the parties, each of whom 
shall address the evidence both documentary and oral which he or 
| she believes sustains-his or her respective position on appeal. 

{ E: The Council shall,’ upon hearing the evidence, ‘both 
| documentary and oral, consider whether the arbitrator's decision is

supported by the preponderance of the evidence or whether the 
Arbitrator’s decision and/or the procedding was arbitrary, capri 
cious, unfair or contrary to the standard set forth in this ordinance 
If the Council determins that the decision was not supported by the 
preponderance of the evidence and/or that the decision or 
proceeding was arbitrary, capricious, unfair or contrary to the 
standard set forth in this ordinance, then the Council may grant the 
appeal on terms and conditions as it deems just to acheive the 
purposes of this ordinance. The decision of the Council shail be 
made and mailed to each of the parties within ten (10) days after 
the hearing, and its decision shall be final. 
ARTICLE 7. 

REDUCTION IN SERVICES PROVIDED. No landiord shalt 
reduce or eliminate any service in a mobilehome park or to any 
homeowner within any mobilehome park unless and until a 
proportionate share of the cost savings resulting from such 
reduction or elimination is passed on to the homeowner in the form 
of a decrease in rent. 

ARTICLE 8. 

INCREASE UPON SALE OR TRANSFER. 

A. With the exception of one (1) increase in 5% of rentat 
fized for the space immediately prior to transfer, not to exceed Ten 
Dollars ($10.00), there shali be no increase in the rent space upon 
the sale or transfer of title to a mobilehome dwelling unit in place, 
except upon reaching ihe anniversary date next following the 
transaction. The owner, operator or manager shall provide the 
purchaser of a mobilehome that will remain in the park with a 
copy of this ordinance prior to the execution of a rental agreement 
with said purchaser for the space in said park. 

8B. No upward adjustment of rents shail be authorized by 
reason of increased interest or the expense resulting from the 
mobilehome park owner refinancing the mobilehome park if at the 
time owner refinanced, the owner could reasonably have foreseen 
that such increased expenses could not be covered by the rent 
schedule in existence except where such refinancing is reasonable, 
is needed for the owner to make capital improvements, or where 
such refinancing is required under the terms of the existing loan or 
mortgage. A park owner may negotiate with his association for a 
passthrough for capital costs. if agreement cannot be reached, 
request to the City Clerk for arbitration is allowed. 

C. No upward adjustment of rents shall be authorized 
because of the owner’s increased or other expenses resulfing from 
a sale of the park, if at the time the owner acquired the park, the 
owner could have reasonably foreseen that such increased expen- 
ses would not be covered by the rent schedule then in effect. This 
section shall only apply to mobilehome parks acquired after the 
date of adoption of this ordinance. 

ARTICLE 9. 

VIOLATION. 

A. Any party aggrieved by the willful violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance may sve thereon and recover actual 
damages therefor, plus a civil penalty as provided herein. Any 
Park owner or his agent who demands, accepts, receives or retains 
any payment of space renf in excess of the maximum lawful space 
rent, in violation of the provision of this ordinance or any rule, 
regulation or order hereunder promulgated, shalt be liable as 
hereinafter provided to the homeowner from who such payments 
are demanded, accepted, received or retained, for damages as a 
civil. penalty in an amount of five hundred doliars ($500.00) or three 
(3) times the amount by which the payment so demanded, 
accepted, received or retained exceeds the maximum lawful space 
rent, whichever is greater. The owner is also liable to the 
homeowner for any such payments actuaily collected and refunded, 
if any, plus interest from the date received, reasonable attorney's 
fees, and costs as determined by the court. 

8. The fact of any willful violation of this ordinance may be 
used by the aggrieved homeowner as a defense to any action for 
unlawful detainer based on non payment of rent. 

Cc. Any willful violation .of this ordinance shall be a 
misdemeanor and shall be punishable by a fine of mot more than 
$500.00 or by imprisonment in the County Jail for a.period not 
exceeding six (6) months or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
Each continuing day: of violation shall be deemed tobe a separate 
violation. 

ARTICLE 10. ; 

TERMINATION. The provision of this ordinance shall cease to 
be in effect after five (5) years from ifs effective date provided; 
however, the provisions of this. ordinance shall be considered as 
still remaining in full force and effect thereafter for the purpose of 
Maintaining or defending .any civil or criminal proceeding with 
respect to any right, liability or offense which may have risen 
under the provisions of this ordinance during its operative period. 

ARTICLE 11. 

APPLICABILITY. 

A. The provisions of this ordinance shall apply to any 
mobilehome park within the City of Upland. 

8B. None of the provisions of this ordinance snali prohibit any 
tenant of a mobilehome park from entering into a written lease 
with the owner of said park which, by ifs terms, provides for rental 
increases different than would be allowed by this ordinance. 

C.:Each park shalt have a separate homeowners’ association. 
‘Within thirty (30) days after the enactment of this ordinance and at 
the commencement of each new term of the officers, said 
association shall file a statement under penalty of perjury with the 
City Clerk specifying-the: date of the election, the number of 
homeowners voting. for the officers representing them.and such 
other matters as the City,Clerk may. deem necessary for the 
purpose of identifying said association as being truly. -representa- 
stive of the homeowners in-said park. If it appears thaf.a majority 
of the homeowners elected the officers and that the association 
duly represents the majority of the homeowners of the particular 
mobile home park, the City Clerk shall certify said homeowners 
association and the officers thereof as the then duly authorized 
representatives of a particular mobilehome park. Ther ‘certifica 
tions shal? set forth the address to which all notices of the 
association must be given. After certification is given to the 
organization, the certification shatt continue unless it becomes 
apparent to the City Clerk that the organization no fonger 
represents the homeowners of the park and/or the homeowner's 
organization files a statement changing the representation. A 
statement shall further be filed with the City Clerk af the 
commencement of the term of each of the officers to the end that 
the City Clerk has on file a list of the current officers of the 
organization at all times. 

OD. Any mobilehome park having at feast sixty five percent 
(65%) of ifs homeowners as signatories to a lease agreement shalt 
be exemp! from the provisions hereof so long as the sixty five 
percent (65%) level is maintained or exceeded. 

Appropriate proof of such lease percentages shall be 
provided to the City Clerk by the park Owner. 
ARTICLE 12. 

SEPARABILITY,. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause 
or phrase of this ordinance.is for any reason held invalid, it shalt 
be deemed a separate, distinct and an. independent provisions, and 
probate shall not affect the vailidity of the remaining portions 

ereof, 
ARTICLE 13. 

This ordinance shall be signed by the Mayor, attested by the 
City Clerk, and published.in the Upland News in pursuance to the 
requirements of the California Government Code.
